1. FROM REFTEL WE INFER THAT DEPARTMENT IS CONSIDERING 
CANCELLATION OF NEXT MEETING OF ENERGY COORDINATING 
GROUP IN REACTION TO DECISION OF EC-9 TO PURSUE THREE- 
STAGE PROGRAM WITH ARAB STATES. WITHOUT BENEFIT OF 
ALL THE FACTORS AND CONSIDERATIONS AVAILABLE TO 
WASHINGTON, IT APPEARS TO US THAT SUCH A MOVE WOULD 
PLAY DIRECTLY INTO FRENCH HANDS.

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2. AS YOU KNOW, FOREIGN MINISTER JOBERT AND OTHER 
FRENCH OFFICIALS HAVE BEEN CLAIMING THAT FRANCE ALONE 
DEFENDED EUROPEAN INTERESTS IN WASHINGTON. THEY 
PREDICT TIME WILL PROVE THEM RIGHT ON TWO FUNDAMENTAL 
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COUNTS: A) THAT U.S. ENERGY INITIATIVE WAS LARGELY 
DESIGNED TO REASSERT U.S. CONTROL OVER A EUROPEAN 
COMMUNITY TAKING FIRST TENTATIVE STEPS TOWARDS 
INDEPENDENCE, I.E. A COMMON POLITICAL POSITION 
VIS-A-VIS THE ARAB STATES, AND B) THAT THE CONFERENCE 
WAS SO HASTILY PREPARED AND HELD AT SUCH AN 
INAUSPICIOUS MOMENT THAT NO CONCRETE RESULTS HELPFUL 
TO EUROPE IN MEETING ENERGY PROBLEMS CAN BE EXPECTED 
TO FLOW FROM IT. 

3. WE HAVE EVERY INDICATION THAT GOF BELIEVES IT 
CAN STILL SALVAGE ADVANTAGES TO FRENCH OVERALL 
FOREIGN POLICY GOALS DESPITE EC DISUNITY AND 
"ISOLATION" OF FRANCE IN WASHINGTON. FOREIGN 
MINISTER lOBERT’S EFFORTS IN BONN AND HIS SUCCESS 
IN PUTTING AN EC-9 MEETING WITH THE ARAB NATIONS 
BACK ON THE RAILS IS CLEAR EVIDENCE THAT GOF HAS NOT 
IN ANY WAY RENOUNCED ITS ANALYSIS OF FRENCH INTERESTS 
IN EUROPE AND THE MIDDLE EAST. THEREFORE, 

APPEARANCE AT THIS TIME OF U.S. BACKING AWAY FROM 
COMMITMENT TO COORDINATED APPROACH TO ENERGY CRISIS 
WOULD IN OUR VIEW ASSIST FRENCH EFFORTS TO IMPOSE 
THEIR POLICIES AND STRATEGIES ON THE COMMUNITY AS 

A WHOLE. 

4. THE OTHER EIGHT MADE AN HISTORIC DECISION IN 
WASHINGTON IN CLEARLY CHOOSING AN ATLANTIC APPROACH 
RATHER THAN A NARROWLY DEFINED EUROPEAN APPROACH TO 
AN ISSUE OF IMPORTANCE TO BOTH EUROPE AND THE U.S. 

THEY DID THIS AT CONSIDERABLE COST TO ONE OF THEIR 
TWIN GOALS OF DEVELOPING BOTH EUROPEAN UNITY AND 
ATLANTIC PARTNERSHIP. BECAUSE EUROPEAN UNITY WITHOUT 
FRANCE IS MEANINGLESS. IN THE AFTERMATH OF THE 
WASHINGTON CONFERENCE, HOWEVER, THE EIGHT 
UNDOUBTEDLY FELT SOME NEED TO REINTEGRATE FRANCE 
INTO THE COMMUNITY AND PROBABLY SAW ADOPTION OF 
FRENCH PROPOSALS FOR COMMUNITY APPROACH TO THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ARAB STATES AS AN ESSENTIAL STEP IN THAT DIRECTION. 

5. FROM OUR VANTAGE POINT WE WOULD ENDORSE THRUST 
AMBASSADOR STRAUSZ-HUPE'S AND AMBASSADOR GREENWALD'S 
PROPOSALS, REFTEL, ESPECIALLY PARA 3.B. AND C.
